Censored From Hawaii 


January 26th “Popular Stamps” re- 
ceived a letter from Hawaii, written 
Dec. 2nd, which we regard as pretty 
much a First Day cover as censors 
go. It bears a transparent censor

band inscribed “Released by I.C.B. 
219”, and bears the Waipahu circular 
cancellation of Dec. 6, 7 a.m., 1941, 
falling on cover and corner of stamp. 
To right of it is the figure 1 in a 
circle enclosed in black-barred oblong 
design running to cone-shaped ends. 
This killer cancel falls partly on the 
censor band and partly on the cover. 
It would thus seem that the cancel- 
lation, if of the duplex variety, had 
been  back-dated after censoring. 
Nevertheless, it must have been 
among first letters to come under the 


censorship following the Pearl Har- 


bor attack.

FORGERIES 


The writer recently 


evening or two running through the 
Frank Aretz ‘Know Your Stamps” 
book on forgeries and its successor, 
“Forgeries Old and New" by Alden 
C. Johnson, both published by the 
Marks Stamp Co., Ltd., of Toronto, 
and previously published serially in 
their monthly journal “Emco”, Mr. 
Johnson taking up the series follow- 
ing the death of the late MT. Aretz. 
Incidently we were greatly interested 
—in fact so interested that we got 
out the glass and went over some of 
our collection hoping—yes hoping 
we would find a forgery, perhaps one 
of the U. S. “Black Jack” shown by 
Mr. Johnson. But, alas, we were dis- 
appointed! That's not saying that we 
haven't got forgeries—we may have. 
As a sideline—forgeries, as forger- 
ies, would be show pieces for many 
of us and give us quite a “kick” in 
their possession. We are not, how- 


spent an 


ever, suggesting that someone under- 
take catering to such a desire. 


Books as the Aretz and Johnson 
books show how hard is the row of 
the counterfeiter. No matter how well 
done his product may be there seems 
always to be the betraying slip that 
exposes him to the expert’s eye. To 
those of us more casual in our ex- 
amination of stamps the illustrations 
in the above books readily inclines 
one to appreciate to a greater de- 
gree the finer points in the engrav- 
er’s art. 

Passing from stamps, there is an- 
other angle—that of cancellations. 
The discovery of the Rudolph Thom- 
as woodcut cancellation devices in 
Chicago last November brought 
forth considerable press publicity. 

Thomas, an aged Chicago stamp 
dealer, died last August and the 
woodcuts, some 179, eame to light 
when disposal of his estate got under 
way. Incidentally “Stamps” maga- 
zine of New York has secured the 
privilege of publishing illustrations 
ul the fakes and has been running 
them in instalments over the past 
month or more. 


We have reserved comment on 
the incident. Much harm ean be done, 
and is done the hobby, by undue 
publicity in the lay press. To the lay 
mind stamp collectors are a peculiar 
strata of humanity—people who to 
them, go “bugs” about little bits of 
paper which to anybody else are 
worthless. In other words stamp col- 
lectors they think are a class that 
can be and are constituted to be 
easily gyped. And stamp collecting 
wasn’t very old when Samuel Allan 
Taylor had the same idea—but the 
hobby wasn’t “killed” in spite of his 
fakes. So, too, will the same prevail 
in spite of the Thomas woodcuts.

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Are You a “Dinky Daymus” Collector ?

One of the most interesting side 
lines of philately is collecting the 
“Dinky Daymus". You may find the 


name in Webster's, it is derived from 
the word “Oddity” even though yos 
wil not now see it in any reference 
book. All specialists are familiar 
with the term and responsible too 
for the present day enthusiasm con- 
cerning them. These specialists how- 
ever, don’t like the name “Dinky 
Daymus", which I long since patent- 
ed in connection only with philately. 
Many years ago of course it was 
frequently used in connection with 
other lines and oddities. Now I ask 
you all what finer expression than 
*Dinky Daymus" could you possibly 
use when referring to a variety, for 
that is what the term actually covers! 
Now fellow philatelists, don't start 
barging in, or  there'll be writs 
issued. 

This short epistle is written of 
course for the layman and not for 
the specialist, irrespective of what- 
ever country one may collect and 
let me add that the man or woman 
who collects a “Dinky Daymus" is a 
real philatelist and not just an 
accumulator. It takes quite a little 
study to find a “Dinky Daymus” and 
there you have it. 


You may perhaps ask “What is a 
“Dinky Daymus"? Well it’s one of 
those little items with a scratch, dot, 
dash or blotch or a “No Kan See’ 
on it. Now a “No Kan See” is the 
Indian term for one of those darned 
little things in the north country 
which drive a fellow crazy, which can 
be felt but not seen. So much for the 
Indian language. Let me proceed. 

In addition to dots, blotches and 
dashes, etc., we old timers, long ago, 
used such expressions as shifts, re- 
touches, damaged transfers, ete., ete., 


and many more ete’s., but today, liv- 
ing in more autocratic times we 
speak of re-entries, etc., so you see 
it doesn’t matter what it is if it is 
something out of the ordinary, it be- 
comes automatically a “Dinky Day- 
mus,” 


Today, enthusiasm waxes high and 
we have amongst us more “Dinky 
Daymus” collectors than at any per- 
iod in philatelic history. Bear in 
mind too that one of our greatest 
philatelic hounds who chased the 
“Dinky Daymus” and still does is 
Fred Jarrett who published that fam- 
ous work on B.N.A. One can of course 
mention philatelic works by the doz- 
ens which have helped to make the 
“Dinky Daymus” so popular. Then 
there’s an article in “Stamps” just 
lately on “Why Specialize”. Another 
in a Toronto dealers monthly all 
about the “Dinky Daymus" items on 
the half cent Maple Leaf. 


Just because I am now alas! a 
poor forlorn “Pro” doesn’t mean 
that I have “Dinky Daymuses” to 
sell you. I haven’t. I collect them and 
have done so for many years. After 
half a century of philately even a 
poor “Pro” finds he must collect 
something, and he can't be a general 
collector can he? sneaking from 
stock all the superb copies. It’s not 
ethical. But one must break away 
from the monotony of daily toil and 
reach another world through some 
form of relaxation, therefore putting 
away the odd “Dinky Daymus" fills 
the bill for me. 

Speaking of War and Stamps lat- 
erly in many of our Journals we 
hear a lot about hobbies and their 
sedative action and relaxation from 
business worries. Well we never 
heard yet of a stamp collector who 
could not get comfort and rest out of 
the hobby. 

You may ask why I am a “Dinky 
Daymus” collector. Well, way back 
about 1902 I started in earnest, gath- 
ering together the early Imperf var- 
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ieties of Great Britain. If any of you 
want to discover “Dinky Daymuses" 


you will find them most certainly 
in these issues. If you have consist- 


ently read Popular Stamps, you will 


have noticed many a write up by my 
old Pal A. K. Grimmer. In him we 
have an ardent enthusiast for the 
“Dinky Daymus". Mark you hund- 
reds of them abound all over the 
country. 


Personally speaking I feel there 
should be a Society for the “Dinky 
Daymus" eollector with exchanges 
and brotherly love stuff, not only of 
oddities but exchange of information 
concerning them an new discoveries. 
Why not? What an idea. I suggest 
also that our good friend and editor 
of Popular Stamps should run a 
“Dinky Daymus" column, he would 
get all kinds of support from the 
many hounds who follow the game. 

Now for the layman alone I list 
a few of the funny things which 
come under the heading of a “Dinky 
Daymus". There are Shifts, damaged 
transfers, Double transfers or double 


'mpressions,  re-entries,  re-touches, 
printings upside down or down side 
up, offsets, double papers, and 


papers, hair lines, cancellations, wat- 
ermarks, dots, dashes and blotches, 
no kan sees, and hundreds of other 
tiddly things too good to be true. 

You don’t have to be a collector of 
B.N.A. or British Colonies to find 
them, they exist in all countries. If 
you don’t think so, then get a look at 
a specialized collection of Czechoslo- 
vakia and you'll learn something. 

Now listen! you fellow collectors 
Pm not looking for any controversies, 
so lay off. The whole thing is so 
plain. Call yourself a specialist if 
you want to. But if you are interested 
in varieties at all, no matter how 
simple they may be, you're still a 
plain up to the minute “Dinky Day- 
mus" collector.

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Glancing through my collection of 
covers I paid special attention again 
to two censored air mail items from 
Singapore which had been received 
in recent months and which, in the 
light of historical developments, hold 


absorbing interest in increasing 
measure. The postage on each am- 
ounts.to $1.40, made up of different 
combinations of values; the Singa- 
pore cancellations are very clear; 
there are the Air Mail labels with 
notations: “By Clipper” and “Air 
Throughout via Manilla” and there 
are the censor bands and two differ- 
ent censorship stampings. All in all 
they are philatelic exhibits of stirring 
importance. 

Covers from recommissioned naval 
destroyers which had been turned 
over to Britain by the United States 
also caught my eye. The special 
eachets conveyed a wealth of meaning 
and I wondered what the boats were 
doing at the moment and about the 
fortunes of the hardy crews in the 
Battle of the Atlantic. Then, there 
were the covers which I had bought 
at the National Patriotic Auction last 
November—mementos of the finest 
thing that Canadian philately has 
ever done. All in all, there is more to 
stamp collecting than mere pieces of 
paper. 

I wonder why more Canadians do 
not take up the collecting of covers 
which, with the spread of air mail 
services, censorship markings and 
epochal events, are definitely colorful. 
Not long ago in Hamilton, President 
Ed. Goodale of the Canadian Phila- 
telie Society told me, “I like covers 
because they tell the whole story”, 
and I agree. I have noticed, too, that 
non-philatelic friends like to look at 
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covers—which indicate general inter- 
est. 


Bermuda has almost brought out an 
air mail stamp, the new 744d value 
which is a fine pictorial in green and 
ultramarine showing a shore line 
with a bird in flight, with a portrait 
of King George VI. in an oval tablet. 
It reminded me very much at first 
glance, of one of the Hong Kong 
Centennial icommemoratives. There 
is nothing on the stamp to show that 
it is intended for the air service but 
the face value fits the air mail rate 
between the island and North Amer- 
ica. It is difficult to understand why 
“Air Mail" has not been inscribed on 
the stamp except that it seems to be 
an old British Colonial eustom to re- 
frain from issuing an out-and-out air- 
mailer, thus following the conservat- 
ive policy of the home Government. 

You can remember the long time 
during which the stamps of Straits 
Settlement and the Malay States were 
a drug on the market—useful as fill- 
ers for nickel all-different packets. 
A dealer told me the other afternoon 
that *I can't get enough of them 
now". It’s another new note in phil- 
ately because of war—after some had 
resigned themselves to the thought 
that the hobby would suffer because 
of difficulties, prohibitions and enemy 
barriers. 

Some of the present hot cakes are 
the new 15c ultramarine issues of 
Selangor, Perak, Negri Sembilan, Pa- 
hang and Malaya and the new 2c Mal- 
aya in brown orange instead of green. 
Issued only last fall, most of these are 
available in mint form and they are 
selling. Collectors have also awak- 
ened to the fact that Egypt has sev- 
eral new air mail items, including the 
]0m. in purple and the 30m. in green. 
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Many are still looking for the only 
“War Tax" stamp of the war, that of 
North Borneo, namely the 2c bird 
stamp. The reason it is scarce is 
that the overprint was printed in 
North Borneo and you know what that 
means right now in the matter of sup- 
ply. The Crown Agent in London has 
none. 

Because of the Pacifice situation, 
the stamps of British Solomon Is- 
lands, New Guinea, Nauru, Brunei, 
Gilbert and Ellice, Samoa and New 
Hebrides have virtually been dusted 
off in the stores, while the issues of 
Continental Europe, with the excep- 
tion of Russia, have taken a back 
seat in window displays. I saw some 
Jubilee overprints of Nauru right up 
in front again—they had been out of 
sight so long they were practically 
strangers. 

Word has been received by the 
writer that an occupation stamp is 
under way for the territory in North 
Africa wrested from the Wops and 
Huns, these to be the current issue of 
Britain overprinted with the letters, 
“T F.O.”, which means Imperial Forces 
Overseas. This report is subject to 
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confirmation but it has come from a 
usually reliable source. Then I heard 
that a Toronto collector has received 
German Occupation stamps which 
had been used in Guernsey and Jer- 
sy Islands. Who the collector is or 
how he secured the items is a closely 
guarded secret. If there are such 
items, I had not even heard about 
them. If they are real and postally 
used, they might be worth a bit in 
time because not many natives re- 
mained on the spot when the Nazis 
jumped in. 


Odd Rarities 
Rare Oddities

Edward VII Plate 


Numbers 


By Frédéric Gauthier 


The last word concerning the num- 
bers of the plates used for printing 
the various stamps depicting King 
Edward VII has yet to be written, 
and the purpose of this note is to 
collate the data thus far available. 
Any further information, addressed 
to the writer in the care of this mag- 
azine, will be gratefully received, for 
reporting in a coming issue. 

Jarrett says (on page 82) that 
“One plate (each) sufficed for all 
values except the 2c., which are from 
Plates 1 to 14,” but this error was 
corrected to some extent in the de- 
tailed listings (on pages 124-5), 
where Plate 70 is recorded for the 
ie, Plates 1 to 62 for the 2e, and 
Plates 1 and 2 for the 5c. 

The two top denominations, 20c 
and 50e, may be quickly disposed of; 
all records seem to agree that there 
was but one plate each, and these 
would comfortably have  aecommo- 
dated the known quantities issued. 

For the 7c and the 10c values, two 


plates each are known; in the case 
of the latter, the two plates should 
have been sufficient, but the printing 
of 25,305,000 copies of the former 
would be expected to tax the capacity 
of two plates beyond the degree of 
wear apparent in the finished prod- 
uct. 


For many years, all authorities 
were agreed that only two plates 
were used for the 5c stamp, notwith- 
standing the issued total of 66,210,- 
000; and this is repeated by Patrick 
Hamilton in his handbook of “Can- 
adian Stamps", published in 1940, 
notwithstanding that, in the issue of 
July 29, 1939, the magazine “Stamps” 
illustrated an imprint pair from 
Plate 6, in the collection of J. Alex 
Park, of Grosse Pointe Farms, Mich. 
Certainly, then, Plates 3, 4, and 5 
must have been prepared, but has 
any one an imprint strip of block 
showing any of those numbers, to 
this day apparently unaccounted for? 


Developments with respect to the 
2c denomination since the time of 
Jarrett’s writing are in complete 
accord that the plates were numbered 
from 1 to 86, with six numbers not 
seen: 31,84, 51, 52, 65,. and 66. I 
should be glad to hear from any col- 
lector having any of these numbers, 
and also No. 29, which is obviously 
a real rarity, being the only known 
number missing from two of the 
largest plate number callections in 
Canada, which otherwise confirm the 
above record, as does Hamilton. 


The greatest disagreement is found 
in connection with the 1e stamp. 
There were 1,470,000,000 copies print- 
ed, and the plate numbers run to 72, 
the highest number known. But Ham- 
ilton lists only four missing numbers, 
67 to 70, inclusive, indicating that 
he has seen, or has reports of, Nos. 
90, 36, 39, 40, 45, 46, 57, and 60, 
which seems to be missing in other 
collections, and it should be partic- 
ularly noted that, while even Hamil- 
ton has no record of Plate 70 print- 
ings, Jarrett's grey-green variety is 
listed as coming from that plate. 
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Thus there are twelve numbers that 
require either first reporting, or 
confirmation.

A few years ago I struck up a cor- 
respondence with John Ross of Ocean 
Island. Ocean Island is one of the 
Gilbert and Ellice group in the Pacif- 
ic. Ross is not a collector but seems 
to be the contact-man for collectors 
and serviced most (possibly all) of 
the Jubilee and Coronation first day 
eovers from these somewhat inaccess- 
able islands. He is an official of the 
phosphate company which works the 
rich deposits found on the island. 
One of the places attacked in the first 
phase of the Japanese aggression in 
the Pacifie was Ocean Island. 


Going back many years before that 
I earried on a schoolboy correspond- 
ence with Frank Wills of St. John’s, 
Newfoundland. Of course we traded 
stamps. Wills is now one of the lead- 
ing wholesalers of Newfoundland 
stamps. His name appears as the ad- 
dressee on some of those rare early 
Trans-Atlantic flight covers from 
Newfoundland. 


This correspondence covered many 
corners of the globe. I remember the 
now-forgotten friend in Sierra Leone 
who was the only collector in that 
colony. Years later the brother of 
a correspondent in Queensland walked 
into my office. Further, a boy whoa 
sat in the same seat in school with a 
correspondent I had in Freetown, 
British Guiana, later worked in the 
Bank of Montreal in my home town. 


x  Annonymous stamp  columinsts

Kimble, Editor of The American

Jack Korthank advises his friends 
to get the Canadian “V” postmark on 
cover on the high values. He says 
they will be wanted in sets. Not a 
bad idea. 


Was there any *Red River Packet" 
eancel used in Canada? I was inter- 
ested in the reprint of the address 
of J. W. T. Dickson in the November 
number of *Popular Stamps".

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<> Music and Musical Instruments in Postage Stamps <> 


BY DONALD 


There is not much connection be- 
tween music and the ordinary uses, 
subject and purposes of postage 
stamps, but it is surprising to find 
how much prominence has been given 
to musical items on the stamps of 
the world. 


The British Empire has shown 
very little interest in music on 
stamps. Anything I can find on Brit- 
ish stamps, of a musical nature, is 
incidental. Most stamps from any 
part of the British Empire have 
borne the likeness of the reigning 
soverign, and, though our kings and 
queens have been the subject of the 
most frequently-sung music in the 
Empire, that hardly makes them 
musical items on stamps. Some of 
them may have been musically in- 
clined themselves as Edward VIII is 
reported to play the bagpipes, but 
none have been famous as musicians, 


Canada has three times shown the 
tower on the main building of the 
Parliament Buildings at Ottawa, 
which contains the famous carillon. 
Belgium has shown bell towers and 
belfries. 

However, other countries have def- 
initely recognized music and musi- 
cians. Belgium commemorated the 
International Musical Congress held 
at Brussels by issuing two semi- 
postais and a souvenir sheet in 1937. 
Other semi-postals from Belgium in 
1940 were issued to raise money by 
the surtax for the same fund as the 
1987 stamps—the Queen Elizabeth 
Musical Foundation. 

The Tenth National Singing Festiv- 
al of Estonia was commemorated by 
rhe issue of three stamps, all bear- 
ing the same design—an ancient 
band playing a harp. 

In 1936 Brazil honoured Antonia 
Carlos Gomes, who composed the op- 
era “II Guarany” by commemorating 
the one hundredth anniversary of his 
birth with the issue of two stamp de-

signs, one showing Gomes, the other 
an excerpt from the music of the 
opera. In 1940 Tschaikovsky received 
similar recognition from Russia, his 
“Eugene Onegin” and his Fourth 
Symphony being chosen for excerpts. 
Anton Dvorak, who composed the 
symphony “From the New World”, 
was pictured on a Czechoslovakian 
stamp of 1934, issued to commemor- 
ate his death. France’s “La Mar- 
seilaise" composed by Rouget de 
Lisle, is the subject of two stamps 
issued in 1936 to commemorate the 
centenary of the birth of de Lisle. 
Czechoslovakia commemorated the 
centenary of her national anthem by 
issuing two stamps showing a pas- 
toral scene and a souvenir sheet 
bearing the words and music of the 
anthem at the top and bottom of 
the sheet. 


In 1919 Poland commemorated the 
First National Assembly of Poland by 
an issue showing, among other things, 
a portrait of Ignace Jan Paderewski, 
who was a famous pianist, though he 
is shown on these stamps for his- 
politieal position, not his musical 
rank. 

France remembered Berlioz, a 
musical composer, among her “‘intel- 
lectuals” in 1986. In the Famous 
Americans series of 1940, United 
States gave musicians five stamps, 
one each for Stephen Foster, the com- 
poser of southern melodies, John Phil- 
ip Sousa, the band leader and march 
king, Victor Herbert, a composer, 
MacDowell and Nevin. 

Beethoven, Bach, Handel, Bellini 
and Rheinberger are other musicians 
who have been shown on postage 
stamps of their respective countries. 

Instruments and players have been 
frequently shown. Many European 
countries and a few others have 
shown a post horn in the design, 
either as a decorative spot or the 
main theme, and several times it has 
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been the watermark. Other instru- 
ments shown have been flutes (Congo, 
1931, for example) drums (Congo, 
1931), buglers (Dutch Indies, 1935, 
Romania, and Russia), harp (Erie, 
of course, and others). Italy showed 
a violin, with Stradivarius, the most 
celebrated maker. Ukrainian stamps 
have shown Cossack musicians. 

No attempt has been made here to 
be exhaustive. Bells might have been 
included, such as the United States 
Liberty Bell. The treble clef sign ap- 
pears on a Swiss stamp, and other ex- 
amples can easily be found of mus- 
ical themes on postage stamps.

RAISES POINT RE FLAGS 


Mr. Ed. Goodale, C.P.S. President, 
and himself an enthusiastic Flag can- 
cellation collector sends in the follow- 
ing: 

I saw for the first time today a 
new cancellation (flag) in the collec- 
tion of Mr. Harold Humby, President 
of the Stamp Club of Hamilton. 

“Canada Corner” of Nov. 28rd, 
1940, illustrates a cancellation from 
Ottawa dated Nov. 8th, 1897, from 
the collection of Mr. E. Puls of Birm- 
ingham. This illustration also ap- 
pears in “Postal Markings,” March, 
1941. These two illustrations show 
the year 1937 under the Union Jack 
but no date in the other half of the 
flag. 

Odell in “Popular Stamps," Novem- 
ber, shows this illustration with the 
“1897” and gives it Type No. 6 with 
the Nov. 8th date and makes the 
type without the 1897 as Type 6a but 
puts a question mark after it. 

The item in Mr. Humby’s collection 
has a good clear cancellation and 
clartiys one phase of ‘this type and = -—— MA one phase of this type and 
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complicates another. The illustration 
in *Popular Stamps" is correct as the 
Humby item shows both year dates. 
But here is the catch. This cover is 
from Montreal, April 13, 1898. The 
date hub is the type with the year 
date at the bottom of the hub.

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<> METER SLOGANS $ 


by Althea Harvey

In the January issue of Popular 
Stamps, the editor mentioned the 
article on Canadian meter slogans 
written by F. Walter Pollock and 
published in Stamps under date of 
December 20. It was profusely illus- 
trated and dealt with slogans per- 
taining to the purchase of stamps, 
certificates and bonds. The “V for 
Victory” slogans did not come in this 
category and we hope to see them 
reviewed later. Some of the types 
pietured are rather rare it seems, and 
colleetors are asking where they can 
find them. 


A stamp dealer from Vancouver 
writes that he edits a mimeograph 
sheet for his customers and he plans 
to have “a good listing of Canadian 
patriotic meter and slogan cancel- 
lations from the start of the war to 
date” in a forthcoming number. I am 
sure this subject would be interest- 
ing to many collectors. 

A mounting suggestion comes from 
Bill Watmough of Hamilton. He cuts 
the slogans two inches wide, full 
length of cover and arranges them 


alphabetically according to company. 
Slogans are overlapped to get more 
to the page and to give strength to 
the page for turning. One stamp 
hinge is sufficient. 

As new meters are installed, the 
older numbers become extinct which 
means collectors should board what 
they come across now. A 4000 type 
is turned in and an 84000 type takes 


its place in a department store in 
Hamilton. 
Collectors of commemorative 


stamps should be interested in com- 
memorative meter slogans. From 
Montreal on meter 83298 comes, “De- 
mandez les papiers au filigrane/III 
Centenaire 1642-Montreal-1942” and 
the cover is watermarked with the 
same slogan within a circle, an un- 
usual tieup. 

A philatelic history of the war 
eould be written in stamps, posters, 
and meter slogans. Meter fans may 
specialize in a certain country, but 
they should never refuse a source of 
foreign slogans as they are often 
quite worthwhile. 

I have meter slogans from Gydnia, 
Helsinki, Coventry, Hong Kong, and 
Singapore and new defense slogans 
from the U. S. “Remember Pearl 
Harbor". Does any reader have 
other interesting towns to add to the 
list?

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Duds and Forgeries . 


I rather think that the older the 
collection the greater the likelihood 
of finding these “bugbears” in it. 
Run across an old Lallier, Stafford 
Smith or Oppen Album and you pos- 
sibly wil come upon these stamps, 
for, in the early days long before 
Earee gave us his wonderful work, on 
forgeries, collectors were easily dup- 
ed. Many forgeries crept into those 
early collections. 


I remember an old dealer in Liver- 
pool, Mr. Constantine telling me about 
having a rare Oldenburg, which had 
been submitted to Gibbons and pro- 
nounced a forgery by them. However, 
Mr. C. doubted their accuracy and it 
was submitted to experts. Finally he 
learned it was genuine and sold it. 
He said he bought his wife a silk 
dress with part of the proceeds. 


Of course one can understand that 
all dealers are not infallible in their 
judgments. A collector though is 
easiest deceived. I've seen some I 
thought O.K., but they weren't. 


I consider the most forged of all 
are, shall I say, the early Roman 
States stamps. Then come various 
German states. I don't think Ham- 
burg ones are forged as much as 
others for there's a good watermark 
as a guide. The same applies to those 
of Brunswick except the 1865 issue, 
which isn't as valuable as the earlier 
ones so there's not such an induce- 
ment to forge, though we do find 
very common Japanese forgeries, 
many of them in the sheets of forty 
: mixed were sold at about a shill- 
ing to gullible tourists and even sold 
in England as well as Japan. 


However, the forger finds engrav- 
ed stamps hardest to imitate; the 
early ones of Hamburg and other 
Germans have minute secret marks 
which the early forger, at any rate, 
overlooked or ignored. 

I did once see a forgery of a com- 
mon British Victorian '!5c stamp and 
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I have a forgery used, the 1/- green, 
plate 6. 


The American locals were forged 
a lot and it is very hard, even for 
experts and others, I think, to dis- 
tinguish them and originals. At 
any rate that’s my experience and 
I give them a 'miss",—even the re- 
prints. 

The early Hawaiians are, or were, 
forged but usually easy to detect 
compared with others. 

Early Australians of all the prov- 
inces also are found forged, but it 
paid the forger (if anyone bought 
his wares) at a good profit and this 
applies to early B.N.A.’s. Ive seen 
the first issue of Liberia forged but 
not others. 

Now as regards duds, I suppose 
the Sedangs come first and the man 
who originated them must have prof- 
ited by his “genius!” 

I wonder if many readers re- 
member a bogus Trinidad issue,— 
not the British Trinidad but a small 
Island owned by Brazil out in the 
South Atlantic. Here again it was 
an inventive Frenchman, the same 
as for the Sedang, who issued them, 
but got “scotched” over it. 

Another dud lot which even “took 
in” Gibbons was an issue of Bolivia 
with a railway train on it. It was 
catalogued by them for a wonder! 


Now, re postmarks, I've seen 
forged ones on genuine and used 
stamps, notably Tuscan's and gen- 


uine ones on forged stamps and I've 
wondered what is the connection be- 
tween Sicily and Costa Rica for one 
type of forged P. M. I've seen used 
only on these two countries! stamps. 

Again there is one type of cancella- 
tion used on early B.N.A.'s, a type 
never genuinely used on them, but 
of course, used to make the stamp 
more valuable, was the cancellation 
found on early New South Wales 
stamps. 


A common dud postmark found on 
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Hamburg stamps is the dated one 
with an asterisk on each side of the 
name of the place; no asterisks in 
genuine cancellations. 


I wonder if many readers have any 
Mafeking stamps? if so, I may say 
there’s a forged postmark that is 
easily detected, and it is this: In the 
word “Mafeking” the initial letter 
on forgeries is made like a proper M, 
whereas on the genuine it is squeezed 
in at the bottom and it will be noticed 
that the side strokes are decidedly 
turned in at the foot. 


Personally, I think some 
Canadian cancellations are 
Surely a clean, fine date 
could be used more than it is. I re- 
member reading of a law case in 
England where proof of posting of 
some important document was shown 
by date stamp on envelope. 

Many British postmarks show time 
as well as date. Some early British 
cancellations are heavy ones, when 
numbers indicated place of posting, 
such as 159, Glasgow; 131, Edin- 
burg; 466, Liverpool; 498, Manchest- 
er, and so forth.

He 
composed the Edda, a treatise on 
poetry which also surveys northern 
mythology. He is credited as being 
author of the Icelandic family saga, 
Egils Saga, and the Heimiskringla, 
sagas of old Sweden and Norwegian 
kings. 

The new stamps show a full length 
statue of Snorri and are 25 aur, car- 
mine; 50 aur, blue and 1 Kr, deep 
green.
